Israel 
charged that Egyptian troops 
had made a similar move prior 
to that date. 


ACCORDING to the armistice 
agreement of 1949, the E} Auja 
zone was to be demilitarized. 

Meanwhile, the crisis in the 
Near East raised by last week’s 
announcement of Egypt’s pur- 
chase of arms from Czechoslo- 
vakia continued. The United 
States, France, and Britain as 
well as Israel, had protested the 
agreement. 

In a final attempt to modify 
the effects of the munitions 
pact, George V. Allen, Ameri- 
can assistant secretary of state, 
flew to Cairo, to confer with 
Premier Gama] Abdel Nasser. It 
is understood that Allen did not 
seek cancellation of the Egypt- 
ian-Czechoslovak agreement, but 
tried to dissuade the Egyptians

from further arms purchases 
behind the Iron Curtain. 

Premier Nasser Sunday told 
a group of newly commissioned 
Egyptian officers at a gradua- 
tion ceremony at the military 
academy that Egypt had inter- 
cepted British and French docu- 
ments proving the West had 
sold arms to Israel] despite a 
British report that Israel was 
probably more aggressive than 
Egypt. 

HE ACCUSED the Western 
powers of supplying Israel with 
large quantities of tanks, artil- 
lery, jet aircraft and other mili- 
tary equipment while bottle- 
feeding Egypt. 

“United States newspapers say 
Israel can raise an army of 
250,000 men, more than all the 
Arabs put together,” he de- 
clared. “This is peace—this is 
the balance of power they keep 
talking about.” 

He quoted an alleged British 
report which said Egypt had no 
aggressive intentions and would 
try to prevent an outbreak of 
war with Israel. He said the 
report went on to say that the 
British War Office had little con- 
fidence in Israel’s peaceful in- 
tentions after a Feb.*28 attack 
on Gaza.

To Face Trial

BOSTON (JP) — The long- 
suspended adoption fight over 
the possession of Hildy McCoy 
swung back into action this 
week as Melvin Ellis, her Jew- 
ish foster-father was to appear 
in court to stand trial on a 
charge of contempt of court be- 
cause of his and his wife’s re- 
fusal to return the child to its 
mother, Mrs. Marjorie McCoy 
Doherty. 

Mrs. Doherty, who bore the 
child out of wedlock and gave 
it out for adoption, seeks to re- 
cover 4-year-old Hildy to turn 
her over to a Catholic adoption 
agency. A court has ordered 
Ellis to return the child to Mrs. 
Doherty under a state law which 
declares that only those who are 
of the same religion- as_ the 
child’s parents are permitted to 
adopt it.

AJ Committee Supports 
U.S. Aid to Emigration 


NEW YORK (JP)—Renewed fears for the lives of French 
Moroccan Jewry were expressed this week by a number of Jewish 
leaders as news of the renewed outbreak of fighting in the turbu- 


lent area reached them.

Committee, which previously 
had advocated a go-slow plan: on 
the transfer of Moroccan Jews 
to Israel, urged the United 
States government to recom- 
mend financial assistance. from 
the Intergovernmental Commit- 
tee for European Immigration 
to aid in such a movement,’ — 

Irving M. Engel, president of 
the AJ Committee, in a message 
to Secretary of State John Fos- 
ter Dulles, said his organization 
approved the recommendation 
of financial assistance made’ 'by 
the House Immigration Subcom- 
mittee, of which Rep. Francis 
E. Walter (D-Pa.) is chairman 
(JP, Sept. 23, ’55). 

Representative Walter will 
probably push his recommenda- 
tion at the meeting of the inter- 
national migration agency, 
which meets Oct, 17-21 at Ge- 
neva, 

“THE FUNDAMENTAL posi- 
tion of the American Jewish 
Committee is that the right to 
live peaceably as equal citizens 
in the countries which have 
been their homes not only for 
generations but for centuries 
should be guaranteed to the 
Jewish population of North Af.- 
rica,” said Engel, reaffirming 
the AJ Committee’s earlier po- 
sition (JP, Sept. 16, ’55).

rights, it has also been part of 
the AJ Committee’s position 
that these persons should be 
allowed to emigrate freely with 
their possessions should they de- 
sire to do so.” 

ENGEL TOLD the secretary 
of state that “our organization 
adheres to the findings and rec- 
ommendations contained in this 
report.” 

“Within these principles” En- 
gel said, “the AJ Committee 
feels that it would be desirable 
to give every financial assist- 
ance possible to those persons 
who desire, for whatever rea- 
son, to emigrate.”

TOURISTS MAY GET TO SEE WARFARE 
FIRST HAND IN LAKE KINNERET AREA 


TIBERIAS, Israel 


Tourists who want to see a war first hand may get to do so at Lake Kinneret in Israel. 
- The average man in the Kinneret Lake patrol cannot last three years without getting killed or 
wounded. Despite this fact, it still uses only volunteers and has more men on its waiting list

raeli fishermen day and. night, 
sometimes through crossfires of 
Syrian cannon placed on the 
shore. They sail in small and 
vulnerable boats, while the Syr- 
fans hide behind barricades of 
rocks and sandbags, 

. LEGALLY, ALL of Lake Kin- 
neret belongs to Israel. The Syr- 
ian border, along the lake’s 
northwestern shore, is 10 yards 
from the pebble beach. 

The Syrians have, however, 
placed machine-gun and mortar 
positions at the border line and 
crossed the border to. fish and 
fight. 

Obviously, more is at stake 
than ten yards of sand and grav- 
el or a few cubic feet of water. 
Kinneret water, which is used 
for irrigation, is more impor- 
tant to Israel than oil; and any 
Syrian claim to it would put the 
Israelis at a disadvantage. Also, 
the Syrians are interested in 
keeping the area unstable. 

THE BORDER police force, 
which started the lake patrol! 
several years ago, €scorts Is- 
raeli boats, chases Syrian boats, 
and shoots at Syrian positions 
in sight of many tourists and 
visitors. Some of the battles, in 
fact, take place right across the 
lake from biblical Capernaum 
(Kfar Nahum) where Jesus 
was supposed to have walked 
across. Sightseers line the rocks 
and watch the fights from front- 
row seats, 

The lake patrol has two kinds 
of boats, slow armored gunboats 
and light speedboats with little 
or no armor, 

IN ONE ENGAGEMENT wit- 
nessed by The Post a light boat 
armed with one machine gun 
sped to the scene where two 
Syrian boats were fishing, near 
the entrgnce to the Jordan riv- 
er. When the fishermen saw the 
Israelis coming, they seampered 
ashore, pulling their boats after 
them, and started shooting, The 
Israelis then skimmed through 
the machine-gun and anti-tank 
cannon fire and fled out of 
range. After that, the Israelis 
radioed for help. and Israel 
army artillery silenced. the Syr- 
ians, 

Such engagements occur ev- 
ery day, sometimes twice a day, 
and men in them often get killed 
or maimed for life. 

Their heroism shows that Is- 
raeli youth, despite cries that 
“the young people aren’t what 
they used to be” and “idealism 
is disappearing,” are still ready

U. S. Obligation 
To Israel Seen 
By Hoover Unit 


WASHINGTON (JP) — The 
United. States “may have some 
moral obligation” to further aid 
Israel “since it exerted a strong 
influence in the decision to set 
up an independent nation and 
a national home for the Jewish 
people there,” a Hoover Com. 
mission report on overseas geo- 
nomie operations has asserted, 

The report of the commission 
headed -by former President 
Herbert Hoover was transmitted 
to Cengress last week. 

It said that whether or not 
future aid to Israel other than 
technical assistance should be 
continued depends on United 
States foreign policy objectives 
with respect to the future of 
that country. The report added 
that most immediate objectives 
have been reached by Israel, 
“but it still has some years to 
go (possibly 7 er 8) before it 
becomes economically  self-suf- 
ficient, even at the level of the 
present low standard of living.”

Dr. Pilch said that the nation-wide conference, believed to-be the first on “Problem Number 


One” in American Jewish education, would be preceded by a series of regional conferences. 


He said the preliminary con- 


ferences would be held this fal 


and winter in various sections 
of the United «States. The na- 
tional conclave has been tenta- 
tively scheduled for the spring 


or fall of 1956. 


IN A REVIEW of American 
Jewish education at the elemen- 
tary and secondary levels, the 
educator made these points in 
prob- 
“plaguing Jewish educa- 


discussing the _ principal 
lems 
tion in recent years:” 


1, Many unqualified persons 
are teaching in Jewish schools. 

2. The number of Jewish chil- ; 
dren attending Jewish secondary 
schools is insufficient to insure 
an adequate cultural level for 
the American Jewish commu- 


nity. 


3. Little is being done to re- 


construct the Jewish school cur- 
riculum, 


4, Jewish schools are not giv- 


ing enough time to Hebrew to 
assure the language its central 
place in any Jewish educational 
program. 

5. The Jewish home, which 
must be the foundation for any 
effective Jewish education pro- 
gram, is in the United States 
“devoid of Jewish cultural con- 
tent.” 

6. While. national Jewish or- 
ganizations no longer are indif- 
ferent to Jewish culture and ed- 
ucation, they have done little to 
stimulate “a real interest in a 
Jewish way of life.” 


DR. PILCH SAID that the 
presence of unqualified teachers 
stemmed from the fact that 
“our teacher training institutes 
graduate less than one-fifth of 
the number of teachers actually 
required.” 

He warned that if young peo- 
ple “who want to make teaching 
a life career,” could not be re- 
eruited for Jewish education, 
“many of our achievements, 
such as new schoo] plants, bet- 
ter facilities, favorable orienta- 
tion, will be of little avail.” 

Dr. Pilch listed’ a figure of 
“5 or 6 per cent” of all Jewish 
children of high school age as 
presently receiving “any form of 
secondary Jewish education.” 

He said this proportion was 
“too low to insure a normal 
growth of Jews in our commu- 
nity on any adequate ¢éultural 
level.”

the time in an adolescent’s life 
when he reaches that stage -of 
intellectual development when 
he is ready to orient himself to 
Jewish religious concepts and 
cultural values he is no longer 
to be found in a Jewish institu- 
tion of learning.” 
Related to these two issues 
was the need for “drastic action 
towards the reconstruction of 
-{the school curriculum,” Dr. Pilch 
said, adding that “few if any,” 
Jewish educators were prepared 
to take the initiative for that 
purpose, 
Despite general agreement on 
the central place of Hebrew in 
Jewish education historically, 
Dr. Pilch said, both professional 
and lay leaders “seem helpless 
to halt the gradual but constant 
de-Hebraization of many a Jew- 
ish school program.” 
Putting Hebrew in a_ secon- 
dary role amounts to “the aban- 
donment of the basis of Jewish 
education,” he said, adding that 
it was. urgent that means be 
found “to insure that all of our 
school. children will have some 
basic knowledge of the Hebrew 
language, as the primary source 
of all Jewish studies.” 
To achieve this,, he said, 
“more time and more concentra- 
tion” would have to be given to 
Hebrew “than the average 
school affords today.” 


IN HIS UNQUALIFIED asser- 
tion that “the average American 
Jewish home is devoid of Jewish 
cultural content,” Dr. Pilch said 
that “at best,” the Jewish home 
“is in a phase between de-Juda- 
ization and re-Judaization.” 


“The restoration of the home 
as a Jewish religious cultural 
focus is the need of the hour,” 
he declared. 

While most maor national 
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Mixed Marriages 
Seen ‘Likely’ 

LONDON — About 17 per 
cent of British Jewish uni- 
versity students surveyed re- 
cently thought it_was: “quite 
likely”. that they would mar- 
ry out of their religion. 

Another 36 per cent said 
that such marriage was 
“possible but unlikely.” 

The survey, -which was 
preliminarily reported by 
the Jewish Chronicle, 
showed that the proportion 
of Jewish students in the 
universities was almost 
three times as great as the 
proportion of the Jewish 
population to the general 
population. The students 
numbered about 3,100, or 
2.8 per cent, while the pop- 
ulation is about 1 per cent. 

It also showed an increase 
in students since a similar 
survey in 1949-50.

Liquor, Tobacco 
Not Israel Vices 


JERUSALEM (JP) — Is-

MONTREAL (JP)—Lester B. 
Pearson, Canada’s minister of 
external affairs, has been urged 
by the Canadian Jewish Con- 
gfess and the United Zionist 
Council to make known Cana- 
da’s support for the recent pro- 
posals by the United States of 
a guarantee to ensure Israel’s 
security. 

Pearson is scheduled ‘to visit 
the Soviet Union and the Far 
East on a tour. 

The minister also was in- 
formed of the Jewish organiza- 
tions’ stand on calendar reform 
and the situation in North Af- 
Tica. The organizatiosn also 
urged that arms not be given by 
Way of military aid to the Arab 
States or sold until a general 
Peace settlemertt for the Near 
East is achieved. 


Smaller lists include all charita- 
ble organizations, synagogs and 
congregations, and clubs and so- 
cieties, 

At the other end of the scale 
are the street beggars. 


THERE HAVE always been 
street beggars in the Holy Land, 
but during the past couple years 
they have increased greatly in 
number. 

In swarms numbering thou- 
sands, they cover the big cities 
like maggots festering on an 
epen wound and pester all pas- 
sersby and fight among them- 
selves for the loot. 

The sorriest-looking ones are 
the professionals, According to 
police files, they play blind, go 
with sick children (hired for the 
job), tie their arms behind their 
backs and show empty sleeves 
—and make more money than 
police officers. They have spe- 
cial shops in which to exchange 
their coins for bills at the end 
of their workday. 


ANOTHER TYPE of beggar 
is the house-to-house shnorrer. 

With phony papers and identi- 
fication, these people visit gul- 
lible housewives, while husbands 
are away at work. Some of 
their “charities” discovered re- 
cently by the police, included six 
homes for the blind, three hos- 
pitals for invalids, two anti-polio 
research societies, 11 orphan- 
ages, and 29 synagogues, yeshi- 
vas, and other holy spots. 

Against all three types of beg- 
gars the Israel government 
seems to be powerless, 


THERE ARE more than 2,000 
subséribers to the sucker lists, 
but only two have been convict- 
ed for’ extorting money under 
false pretenses. Those two were 
charged after some American 
Jews, to whom they had writ- 
ten, wrote back to Israel author- 
ities and asked whether or not 
their sob story was true. 

In order to get more Amerl- 
cans to complain, instead of 
either sending money or throw- 
ing the letters of appeal away, 
the Israel government is plan- 
ning a campaign in the United 
States. “Don’t Give” pressure, it 
feels, would not only curtail the 
rackets, but would ensure more 
money for legitimate institutions 
that really need the money. 

The pressure would also, it 
is hoped, cut out the profession- 
al shnorrers in the United 
States who collect money for 
Israel yeshivas and organiza- 
tions and keep 80 per cent for 
themselves. Of such money, 
scrip, and food gifts sent to Is- 
rael, the racketeers get 95 per 
cent and the yeshiva students 
only 5 per cent. 


WITH THE street shnorrers 
and house-to-house beggars, fhe 
Israel government is likewise 
powerless. 

Recent big waves of immigra- 
tion have brought in many real- 
ly destitute and sick Jews who 
are unable to work and find the

dole of the ‘social welfare 
branches too meagre. More than 
that, begging has always been 
a profession in the Oriental 
countries, and almost all the new 
immigrants come from _ such 
countries, 

Also, Jews in general and Is- 
raeli Jews in particular are suck- 
ers for a sob story and give, 
even if they do not have enough 
for themselves. 


MOST IMPORTANT, there is 
no law against vagrancy in Is- 
rael. The police are, therefore, 
powerless to do anything about 
the beggars around synagogs, 
tombs, holy places, big hotels, 
cafes, and bus and rail termi- 
nals, Some of the beggars even 
enter restaurants and gather 
money there, until they are 
thrown out. 

In other words, {f a good va- 
grancy law could be passed, it 
could cut the, number of beg- 
gars considerably. After that, 
minicipal and local laws prohib- 
iting begging on the streets and 
in public places could cut out 
professionals and. make it possi- 
ble for the police to clean up 
house-to-house shnorrers. Bona 
fide needy could then be taken 
care of by social institutions 
which now cannot tell the real 
from the phony.

DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: Will you give me the origin 
and meaning of the original spelling of my family name? It 
was Kimmelsderfer, coming from Drogobych, Austrian Galicia 
in all probability—RAYMOND KIMELDORF, Portland, Ore. 


KIMMELSDERFER is geographical in origin, ,al- 
though the derivation is_rather laborious. There is a little 
German ‘village near Drohobycz named Gassendorf. For = 
some obscure reason the local Jewish inhabitants altered 
the name to Gimmeldorf in Yiddish, Meaning G-dorf or 
G-village. It is from this nickname that your family name 
is derived, probably because they were associated with 
Gassendorf in 1789. Subsequent generations had no use 
for the Gimmel and changed it to Kimmel (cumin seed), , 
which made much better sense. The addition of “. .. er” 
denotes origin.

SOME OF THE maid prob- 
lems here are peculiar to Israel. 
First of ail, most household 
help is Jewish. Visiting tourists 
tell us that they would feel fun- 
ny having a Jewish maid in the 
house; somehow, it doesn’t seem 
a proper occupation for a Jew- 
ish girl. But since many of these 
girls and women live in maa- 
barot, immigrant transit camps, 
in conditions of relative pover- 
ty, any job they can get is worth 


| while. Housewives who observe 


kashrut find it most convenient 
to have a maid who doesn’t have 
to receive explanation and in- 
doctrination into the intricacies 
of milchig and fleishig. How- 
ever, on the Sabbath or the hol- 
idays, when there are big meals, 
lots of company, and the maids 
are needed the most, they are 
not available. Tht holidays are 
their holidays too, Frequently 
it happens that the maid will be 
more Orthodox than the house- 
wife, and if the latter wants to 
keep her efficient maid, she will 
have to watch her’ kashrut! 
Otherwise the maid will walk 
out on her. 

One must constantly bear in 
mind that many of these girls 
today are reduced to scrubbing 
floors or washing clothes be- 
cause of adverse fate, Many of 
them were themselves ladies of 
leisure in various European 
lands before World War II, and 
they still have painful memories 
of the days when they hired 
maids and ran their own house- 
holds. The mistress of the house 


: must deal with psychological 


= |elements like these in conduct- 
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ing her relations with the maid. 


ONE OF OUR neighbors is 
a Rumanian woman—and her 
maid is a Rumanian too. Both 
lived on the same street in their 
Rumanian city; they. were neigh- 
bors and friends.

ago, her friends laughed at her. 
They remained in their com- 
fortable homes, and watched her 
go out tothe difficult life of 
Palestine. Today she has a home, 
husband, children—and one of 
her former acquaintances, who 
survived a concentration camp, 
dusts her furniture.

She will not consent even to 
sweeping the outside steps. One 
must understand. and make al- 
lowances. 

There are maids who come 
from more primitive back- 
grounds. Here in Haifa there 
are many Arab women available 
for house work, In Tel Aviv 
there is a supply of capable Ye- 
menite domestic help. These 
women scorn modern gadgets. 
They lift their noses high at a 
washing machine. They even 
scorn use of a washboard, In- 
stead, they will sit cross-legged 
on the floor, and rub each ar- 
ticle of clothing with their 
hands, squeezing out every par- 
ticle of dirt or grime. The result 
is clothes that are gleamingly 
white—far better than any mod- 
ern machine can do. 

THEN THERE are language 
problems. Not every maid knows 
Hebrew, and for that matter, 
neither does every housewife. 
Yiddish is usually helpful, but 
not with women from Mediter- 
ranean or Asiatic lands, High 
school French suddenly becomes 
very important, especially if the 
maid is from North Africa, Pol- 
ish, Rumanian, Hungarian, 
Turkish — what else do you 
know? 

We who live on Mount. Car- 
mel unfortunately are toe often 
out of touch with the rest of Is- 
rael—with how the other half 
lives, Our maid is our contact 
with the world of immigrants 
and maabarot, The whole fam- 
ily becomes involved in her eco- 
nomic problems. In turn she be- 
comes an outlet for our social 
welfare activity. Clothing, shoes, 
baby carriages, canned foods, 


needy families for whom the 
maid is a point. of contact. 

The women out by my front 
porch were discussing the maid 
problem, but I seriously doubt 
if there was any single aspect 
of that problem which would 
have sounded at all familiar to 
the American housewife.

COPENHAGEN (JP) — The 
Danish ministry of agriculture 
has extended the period during 
which the slaughtér of cattle can 
be done without electric stun- 
ning until April 1956, at the re 
quest of the Jewish community. 
Another factor reportedly is 
damage to flesh being experi- 
enced in the electric stunning 
of hogs. About 4 per cent of the 
animals slaughtered in this way 
have been found to suffer from 
internal bleeding. 

The Jewish community is 
fighting for the retention of 
shechita and has introduced the 
most modern methods of ritual 
slaughtering in the use of cast- 
ing pens, It is hopeful, however, 
that the danger to shechita will 
be entirely averted if the gov- 
ernment finds electric stunning 
too costly in regard to the num- 
ber of damaged animals.

It’s always hard to tell when 
a comedian is being himself. 
Even when he already removes 
the comedy mask and shows 
some real-life emotion in pub- 
lic, in connection, say, with a 
good cause. 
What usually 
usually comes 
through is;

George Jes- 
sel, at a. recent 
dessert-dance sponsored by Ha- 
poel Hamizrachi, proved to be 
a pleasant exception even . to 
some of his own past perform- 
ances.

IT’S BEEN little more than a 
thousand years since an Irish- 
man first slammed a ball against 
a wall, watched it bounce off 
the ceiling and decided this was 
even more fun than separating 
his neighbors from their heads.

And, indirectly, they also in- 
fluenced a young Jewish fellow 
named Harry Dreyfus. So cer- 
tain is Dreyfus’ eye, so fatal is 
his hand, so complete is his pres- 
ence of mind, that he has gained 
not only a number of handball} 
championships but also the nick- 
name of “Tiger.” 

“Tiger” Dreyfus today can 
make a handball talk, But for 
seven years he was flat on his 
back with a Thomas collar about 
his neck and his head in a har- 
ness. He received head cuts, a 
puncture wound in his leg and 
a severe cervical spine injury 
in an auto accident. It also left 
him with an arthritic condition 
in his back for a while. 

But the St. Louis youth, like 
Ben Hogan and Willie Pep, re- 
fused to be daunted by his in- 
juries He not only regained his 
health but packed enough of it 
into his 5 foot 10 inch, 200-pound 
frame to become a champion 
athlete, 

It was during his convyales- 
ence that he took up handball. 
He patterned his style after his 
brother Maury, reputedly the 
best kill-shot artist in the U.S. 
Today Dreyfus could go into 
the trophy business. Since win- 
ning his first championship, the 
YMHA Class B title, he has 
racked up at*least 76 more. The 
mantle is getting crowded. 

But Harry Dreyfus, still on 
the green side of 40, looks: like 
he’s still good for a few more. 
After all, he’s got ‘seven years

The New Methods Publfshing 
co. does use novel methods in 
its “Prayer Study Cards” ($1.25), 
by A. N. Franzblau and: L. Lis- 
ter.

LET'S THINK IT OVER - 


If we're a little dizzy, it’s because 
we're trying to figure out the policy of 
the American Jewish Committee in re- 
gards to emigration of Jews from North 
Africa. 

The AJ Committee, which even in the 
face of pogroms in Morocco, had insisted 
that Jews might stay in North Africa, 
has now come out in support of a pecu- 
liar recommendation, which seems to 
put the committee on both sides of the 
question at the same time. 

The committee and other Jewish or- 
ganizations have registered their ap- 
proval of a recommendation that the In- 
tergovernmental Committee of European 
Migration render financial assistance to 
Jewish migrants from North Africa. 

We don’t like this recommendation, 
and we like less the idea of Jewish or- 
ganizations supporting it. 

We think the end result of interfer- 
ence by the Intergovernmental Commit- 
tee of European Migration will be to 
achieve either one of two things. 

One will be that Morocco and other 
North African nations will cut off emi- 
gration of Jews. 

The other will be a complete exodus 
of Jews from North Africa. 


A PROGRAM 


The five-point program for Zionists 
as outlined by Hon. Edwin Samuel, 
scion of a famous British Jewish family 
who has been a leading citizen of Israel, 
is one that might well be adopted as a 
criterion for United States Zionists. 

None of the points are excessively 
difficult and the one which Mr. Samuel 
stresses most is the one that United 
States Jews will consider the simplest. 

But the truth of the matter is that 
among the United States Zionists have 
been those who are most bitter against 
halutziut—immigration to Israel. 

There are too many cases, all well- 
known to Americans in Israel, where 
young American Jews raised in Zionist 
homes have gone to Israel to live only 
to find their parents bitter and resentful. 


If Jewish organizations, pressed ag 
they are for funds, assist Jews to leave 
North Africa, the Arab governments in. 
volved may not like it, and secretly ma 
resist, but they would ‘find it difficult to 
tell the Jews who wanted to leave that 
they could not go. 

But if the matter becomes an inter. 
national question which blackens the 
reputation of the North African nations, 
we can see their chauvinism rising, and 
their putting their foot down. The action 
may also result in some kind of expro- 


priation of Jewish-owned property in 


North Africa. 

We presume that other Jewish organ- 
izations will also give unthinking ap. 
preval to action by the Intergovernmen- 
tal Committee. But we submit that this. 
is not a matter for hasty action, and war- 
rants extended discussion and perhaps 
delicate diplomatic action. 

This is one case where the disunity 
in the United States Jewish community 


-— the lack of any forum where all Unit- 


ed States Jewish organizations can come 
together and discuss weighty and in- 
volved problems —can be costly, if not 
disastrous. 


FOR ZIONISTS 


There is even a joke about it. The 
male parent berates his fate, and ex- 
claims that he’s been a good Zionist 
all his life and look what Zionism does 
to him in return. 

The joke is in the term a “good Zion- 
ist.” For a good Zionist under any defini- 
tion, even that employed by Hadassah, 
is one who encourages emigration to 
Israel. 

Samuel’s five-point test for a good 
Zionist follows: 

1. Perform some personal service for 

the State. 
. Visit Israel at least once. 
. Study books about Israel. 
Undertake the study of Hebrew. 
. Take the vow not to forbid your 
children to go to Israel.

ON ‘IMPORTED’ SPEAKERS 


The competition for big-name speak- 
ers in the United States Jewish group 
has practically exhausted all the pos- 
sibilities in the United States, so that 
now Pierre Mendes-France will be im- 
ported from France to address a fund- 
raising affair of the Weizmann Institute. 

This may sound like a laughing mat- 
ter, but it really isn’t. 

For a while, Harry Truman, ex-Pres- 
ident of the United States and Mrs. Elea- 
nor Roosevelt, wife of the former Presi- 
dent, were top drawing cards i in the Jew- 
ish community. 

We've had the Vice-President of the 
United States, both the present Vice- 
President and his predecessor speaking 
at Jewish affairs, and Supreme Court 
Justices hardly cause a ripple if an- 
nounced on a program for a Jewish or- 


ganization.

with Abba Eban, precise exponent of the © 


English language that he is, and Ben- 
Gurion himself. 

It is only human nature that a pro- 
gram graced by a top leader should draw 
large attendances. 

It used to be that a visiting big-name 
rabbi would suffice to assure large audi- 
ences, but in almost no-time that phase 
of United States Jewish life passed. 

No doubt the time will come when 
the need for names will be lessened,. and 
only the historical occasions—as when 
President Eisenhower addressed the open- 
ing banquet of the Tercentenary cele- 
bration — will find us seeking outside 
help over and above the cause, to oon 
crowds. 


AN IMPORTANT LESSON 


The item in The Post in the issue of 
Sept. 2, giving the number of United 
States Jews affiliated with congrega- 
tions as 5,500,000 provides us with an 
important lesson. 

No Jew would be misled by these 
figures. For he knows that the large 
majority of the 5.5 million United States 
Jews are not affiliated with any congre- 
gation. The number of the affiliated 
would not be much larger than one 
million. 

But to the non-Jew, there seems to 


be no such thing as a Jew who isn’t a 
member of some congregation. 

The non-Jew finds it difficult to con- 
ceive of a Jew who is indifferent to his 
religion. 

The reaction on the non-Jew is that 
something is wrong with the Jew who 
would ignore his tradition and religion. 

The Jew who puzzles them least is 
the Jew who honestly professes to all 
the activities normally associated with 
being Jewish.

Sept. 19, because, as she ex- 
plained later, she felt an over- 
whelming need to have a child, 
and she knew it was a physical 
impossibility to bear her own, 

The alarm was given within 
minutes after the abduction 
from a San Francisco hospital 
and, because of the tender age 
of the infant and fears for his 
life, the police began an extra- 
ordinary effort to recover him. 
The city’s exits were sealed off 
and a laborious house-to-house 
search begun by hundreds of of- 
ficers, amounting to one-third 
of the police force. 

Interest in the case mounted 
rapidly and the search spread 
as reports were received from 
outlying areas that a woman 
resembling the description of 
the blonde kidnaper had been 
seen. But it was nine days be- 
fore Mrs Benedicto was finally 
tracked down in Stockton, where 
She had surrendered the baby 
to a Catholic priest at a church 
there, 


THE TRAGEDY was not a 
new note in the life of Mrs. Mar- 
cus, the former Hannah Eichen- 
wald. Born in Germany 29 years 
ago, she was the only member 
of her family to escape Hitler’s 
gas chambers. Her parents and 
a younger brother were mur- 
dered, but she was smuggled 
into Holland by relatives and, 
when that country was invaded, 
was put abaard one of the last 
ships leaving for England. 


There she was placed in a 


youth hostel and educated as a 
nursery teacher.
